HARDING OPTIMISTIC OVER 


DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE 


"Washington, I>ec. 7. — Decided opti- 


mism with respect to the result of the 
aiittament conference was expressed 
by President Hardlngr today in two 
brief addresses, one to a delegation 
of farmers and the other at the annual 
meeting of tho American Red Cross.
